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The status of the claims is as follows: 

Claim 1-7 are herein addressed below. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 1, line 5, the phraseology "each individually 
provided" appears awkward. The language appears redundant. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Suzuki et 
al. (6,739,646 B2). Suzuki et al. (6,739,646 B2) disclose a door closer (1) comprising a 
striker (column 4, line 35) attached to the vehicle body (2) and engaged by latching 
mechanisms (3 and 4), a driving apparatus in the form of an assisting mechanism (7) 
having two motors/driving sources (81 and 91) in parallel (see figure 2) and having 
gears. Suzuki et al. (6,739,646 B2) fails to specifically disclose all of the gears 
connected to one another. It is well known and inherent that Suzuki et al. (6,739,646 
B2) has gears between an input and output device and that all of the gears are 
connected to each other in one fashion or another and therefore would be obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the necessary gearing between the drive 
source and the output source (the door moving), [note: it should be understood that 
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motors which drive closure(s) would have gear(s) for driving and it is inherent that the 
motors 81 and 91 have gears which help drive the closure and latch assemblies. 
Furthermore, all gears are connected in one way or another between an input, i.e., 
source, and output.] 

Depending on the applicant's amendments, claims 1-2 may be allowable if 
rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, 
set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 3-6 are allowable. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

The applicant's arguments have been considered but are not deemed 
persuasive. As discussed in detail above, all gears are connected in one fashion or 
another between an input source and a mechanical output. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
